Football  Squad 
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Summary

tieing  one. 

Homecoming  Day  was  a  happy  one  for  the  locals  who  eked  out  a  hard-fought,  6-0,  victory  over  the 
Mars  Hill  Mountain  Lions.    The  only  score  of  the  game  was  accounted  for  by  tailback  Bartley  Harrold. 

In  celebration  of  the  first  annual  High  School  Day,  the  Bobcats  put  on  a  show  for  their  visitors  by 
romping  to  a  27-6  thrashing  over  the  Black  Widows  of  North  Greenville.  Harrold,  Erie  Perry,  Howard 
Hayes,  and   Bob  Howell   figured  in  the  touchdown   production   and    Harrold   added   three   extra   points. 

A  last  ditch  effort  by  the  Bobcats  brought  them  out  of  the  depths  of  defeat  to  a  7-7  deadlock  with 
the  Gardner-Webb  Bulldogs.  Quarterback  Clint  LeGette  tossed  the  tieing  touchdown  pass  to  Charlie 
Gregory  and  the  outcome  was  complete  with   Harrold's  perfect  conversion. 

Asheville-Biltmore  continued  their  jinx  over  Dickerson's  patched-up  charges  with  a  7-0  win  at  Marion. 
The  Bobcats  played  a  spirited  defensive  game  and  except  for  the  Bulldog  TD  set  up  by  a  fumble,  they 
managed  to  hold  the  opposition  at  bay. 

Down  in  Greer,  S.  C,  the  'Cats  took  another  from  North  Greenville,  13-0.  All  the  scoring  came  in 
the  first  half  when  tailback  Gregory  punched  across  both  tallies  for  the  Green  and  Gold.  Harrold  made 
the  sole  extra  point. 

Eleven  seniors  played  their  final  game  for  Lees-McRae  at  Mars  Hill  where  the  Mountain  Lions,  fired- 
up  by  homecoming  festivities,  ended  the  Bobcat  season  on  a  sad  note  with  a  14-0  revenge  victory.  End- 
ing their  junior  college  football  careers  were  backs,  Gregory,  Bob  Howell,  and  Bruce  Shaw;  ends,  Dick 
Keller  and  Frank  Richardson;  tackles,  Glenn  Smith  and  Albert  Ward;  guards,  Sid  Taylor,  Kermit  Hill,  and 
Max   Perkins;   and   center,   Ronnie  Current. 

All-state  honors  were  bestowed  by  the  Charlotte  Observer  on  Gregory,  Smith,  and  Hill.  Frank  Rich- 
ardson and  Gregory  served  as  co-captains  during  the  seven  game  season.
